REAL DINNERS 
FOR A PICNIC 


Fy JUDITH WILSON « 


T’S good to bundle up the en- 

tire family end a picnic linch 
once in a while and so oif in the 
woods somewhere for a hohaay. 
The men in your family will 
probably be up-in-arms at the 
suggestion but once you have 
gotten to your destination and 
brought out a luncn basket or 
kettle that contains a perfectly 
grand meal their humor wiil im- 
prove by leaps and bounds. 

Perhaps you will glance over 


the menus above and say that 
they are not real picnic menus, 


that they are just ordinary meals 
served out of doors and you will 
be right—partly. The first menu 
does. seem like an everyday meal 
—but it is easier,to prepare and 
serve than the usual sandwich- 
cookie type of lunch and it is 
far more appropriate for chil- 
dren than the usual cold foods 
or hot dogs broiled over the 
picnic fire. 

Prepare Food in Advance 

The main dish can be cooked 
at home the day betore the picnic 
and then served in the dining 
room if it looks like rain. “Or 
you can take all of your ingred- 
ients along and cook them in an 
iron kettle over the cainpfire 
while the rest of the family 
wanders about in the woods. 
climbs trees or wades in the 
brook. It has a special zest, how- 
ever, when you cook it over an 
open fire. In this case parboil 
your chicken the day before and 
remove the meat from the bones 

Chicken Stew 

To make the savory ‘chicken 
stew you will need the meat. from 
a five pound chicken. Put three 
tablespoons of bacon fat oO 
olive oil in your kettle and in it 
saute two sliced onions, and one 
chopped seeded green pepper 
When tender add the contents 
of a medium sized can of toma- 
toes and three cloves of garlit 
finely chopped. Season to tast« 
with salt, sugar, a pinch ol 
powdered cloves and a bay leaf 
Simmer together for half an 
hour then remove the bay leai 
and add the contents of a small 
can of mushrooms and a smal) 
can of whole kernel corn or 
fresh corn cut from the cob 
Next put in your pieces of chick- 
en, add more seasoning if nec- 
essary and simmer for about ten 
minutes. 

If you prepare the chicken 
stew immediately before start- 
ing on the picnic, several layers 
of newspapers wrapped around 
the hot, covered kettle will keep 
the contents warm until you get 
to the picnic grounds. This 
really is unnecessary, however, 
since the stew reheats perfectly 

Hawaiian Cocktail 

For the Hawaiian cocktail, cut 
honeydew melon, cantaloup and 
fresh pineapple into small round 
balls or into small cubes. Pour 
ever them a syrup made by boil- 
ing together three-fourths cup of 
sugar and one cup of water for 
five: minutes. Pour this hot syrup

Companions Will Help 
Given freedom of expression, 
the stutterer will acquire con- 
fidence in himself and gradually 


throw off the habit. Stuttering 
is not the result of a faulty 


speech mechanism, as is some- 
times believed. Nor is it inherit- 
ed. The cause, rather. is psycho- 
logical and the result of undue 
sensitiveness. A sensitive nervous 
system may be inherited, how- 
ever: and when it is a child’s 
health and attitude toward so- 
ciety are apt to suffer unless he 
receives the proper care. 


The stutterer requires rest, 
quiet and relaxation He needs 
o!so a definite amuunt of ac- 


tivity in the open. A. bicycle, 
skates or a scooter will give him 
the necessary exercise to in- 
crease appetite and prepare him 
for sound sleep at night. 

The opportunity to ride or 
Skate or scoot with other ehil- 
dren should help him o-ercome 
stuttering. Through mingling 
with other children, he will 
learn to be natural with them, 
f> talk to them without his mus- 
cles tightening up. 

Gentle Handling Needed 

No one is more aware of his 
shortcomings, than the stutterer. 
Unfortunately, these may  be- 
ccme magnified to his mind, 
making his condition somewhat 
hopeless to correct. Speech is a 
medium for making and keeping 
friends. The stutterer is handi- 
capped in this respect. He ap- 
pears dull and uninteresting and 
keenly feels his social lack if 
the habit is allowed to get seri- 
GUS. 

Praise him for his efforts. He 
needs encouragement. Don’t’ in- 
sist that he take part in any ac- 
tivity if his heart is not in it.

Lame Duck Spaniards 
Hope for Chance... An 
Arab Peace-Maker 


Toe are people walking the 


treets of Spain today who 
not so long ago were under 
sentence of death. This situa- 


tion has animated many Span- 
iurds in the hope and even ex- 
pectation that cther amnesties 
by the present rulers will make 
their native soil safe for them. 

One prominent Spaniard who 
is invariably called to mind 
wien there is talk of amnesty is 
Jose Sanjuro, onetime general 
and now not even a citizen. He 
is a prisoner in the Dueso peni- 
tentiary, in Santona, Province of 
Euntander. Sanjuro rose against 
the government in the August 
10th monarchial rebellion last 
year and dominated Seville for 
one day, anly to have to fiee 
\when thase around him deserted. 
He was caught, tried and sen- 
tenced to death and the supreme 


penaliy was commuted when 
Fremier Manuel Azana intc.- 
vened, 


Those who desire tq see San- 


juro liberated are motivated by 
natural uspirations, They have 
before them the living example 
uf Cuptuin Salvador Sediles, 
cungemned to death in March, 
1931, for his participation in the 
Jaca wuprismg of the previous 
December. A telephone message 
fium Loendun by King Alfonso 


ecured his pardon. Sent to pri- 

sow in Morscco, Cuptain Sediles 
was frecd by the amnesty which 
cume with the proclamation of 
the Republic. He was received 
with triumph in Barcelona and 
elected ts the Cortes Consti- 
tuyentes. 

When the Jaca rebellion oc- 
curred there weie, of course, up- 
Fisings i a lew other cities. At 
Sun Sebastian a group attacked 
the pulace of the Civili Govern- 
nent. One of its ring-leaders was 
Manuel Andres Cassus. He was 
timed and senrenced to death 
shortly before Spain became a 
Republic. Today he is Director 
of Public Safety for all Spain, 
after Aeving been governor of 
two diiferent provinces. 

The last big amnesty in Spain 
came wiih the proclamation of 
the Republic. The last one signed 
by King Alonso was On Febru- 
ary 6, 1430, the first aluiversary 
of the death of his mother, 
Queen Maria Cristina. That date 
cccurred a week after the Gown- 
full of the dictatorship of Gen- 
cial Primo de Rivera, and’ tite 
Ming seized that ~~ GEENSION bo 
free Various persans iniprisoned 
during the dictutorship.

The gov- 
ernor was elsewhere. 


He loeked the only occupants 
of the house, all of them women, 
into ene room and awaited the 
governor’s return. When the 
governor and his attendants a>+ 
peared in the courtyard, Ibn 
Saud and his men xilled them,
